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Preface 

I  have  had  it  in  mind  for  ten  years  to  write  a  history  of 
the  Jacob  HcrMell  descendants.  I  gathered  what  data  I 
could  while  attending  the  HorMell  reunion  in  August,  1914, 
*  then  again  in  1915.  I  was  urged  to  have  a  book  printed,  the 
many  relatives  helping  me  to  get  names,  marriages,  dates  of 
births  and  deaths.  A  few  important  items  I  obtained  from 
history  and  some  from  my  own  observation.  I  find  I  have 
almost  a  complete  history  of  seven  generations  of  the  Jacob 
HorMell  descendants  which  this  book  contains.

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The  History  of 
Jacob  HorMell’s  Descendants 

Jacob  HorMell  was  born  in  1737.  He  came  from  the 
border  of  France  to  Pennsylvania  in  1789.  He  was  called 
French  Huguenot.  Jacob  served  in  the  Militia.  He  obtained 
a  tract  of  land  as  depreciated  pay  as  per  canceled  certificate. 

The  tract  was  surveyed  June  1,  1789,  and  was  given  the 
name  Garland.  Jacob  built  a  log  cabin  oii  the  farm  Garland. 
While  he  was  rolling  the  logs  to  build  the  cabin  he  was  bitten 
by  a  copperhead  snake.  His  life  was  saved  by  the  use  of 
whiskey,  which  was  easy  to  obtain  in  those  days.  He  finished 
the  cabin  and  lived  in  it,  doing  his  own  house  keeping  until 
1797  when  he  married  Jane  Miller.  She  came  from  Ireland. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Alary  Morris  Miller.  Her 
parents  both  died  when  she  was  very  young.  Mary,  the 
oldest  sister,  and  husband,  Nathan  Walton,  was  appointed 
Jane’s  guardian.  In  1794  they  emigrated  to  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  purchased  a  small  farm  four 
miles  south-west  of  Brownsville,  then  called  Old  Fort. 
Jacob  HorAIell  being  a  pioneer  in  the  early  settling  of  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  he  was  somewhat  in  advance  of  Jane  in  age; 
he  being  sixty  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  marriage.  Jacob 
owned  a  pleasant  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  purchase  of 
Nathan  Walton.  It  afforded  a  very  pleasant  home  for  Jane 
in  view  of  her  eldest  sister,  Alary  Miller  Walton. 

Their  love  affair  was  a  peculiar  one.  Jane  had  been  drying 
apples  for  Jacob  on  shares.  When  it  was  time  to  divide  the 
apples  Jacob  exclaimed,  “Thee  need  not  divide  the  apples, 
if  thee  is  willing  thee  can  have  them  all.”  Jane  being  willing, 
they  were  happily  married.  There  were  five  children  born  to 
their  union,  two  sons  and  three  daughters:

As  Jacob’s  family  was  rather  large  for  the  one  room  log 
cabin,  he  built  a  second  log  cabin,  a  larger  one  than  the  first; 
one  large  room  with  a  sleeping  room  above. 

It  was  considered  a  mansion  when  it  was  finished;  it 
having  the  sleeping  rooms  above  first  floor.  It  was  the 
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largest  home  at  that  time  in  the  surrounding  country. 
Jacob  lived  in  the  second  log  cabin  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  1821.  He  was  84  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Cause  of  death,  old  age.  He  was  interred  in  W  estland 
Cemetery,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 

At  Jacob  HorMell’s  death,  he  gave  the  farm  Garland  to 
his  sons,  John  and  William.  William  died  in  1826.  Cause 
of  death,  snake  bite.  Interred  in  Westland  Cemetery,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  After  William’s  death,  John  purchased  William’s 
share  of  the  farm  Garland. 

Jane  Miller  HorMell  died  of  old  age  and  was  interred  in 
Westland  Cemetery,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 


Second  Generation  of  Jacob  HorMell 

In  1824,  John  HorMell,  oldest  son  of  Jacob  HorMell, 
married  Mary  Ann  Gauslin.  She  came  from  England.  John 
and  Mary  Ann  lived  in  the  log  cabin  built  by  his  father, 
Jacob  HorMell,  on  the  farm  Garland.  There  were  eleven 
children  born  to  this  union,  eight  sons  and  three  daughters:

Mary  Ann  Gauslin  HorMell,  wife  of  John  HorMell, 
died  May  15,  1843.  Cause  of  her  death  was  inflammatorv 
rheumatism.  She  was  interred  in  Westland  Cemetery, 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  At  the  time  of  her  sick¬ 
ness  and  death,  John  HorMell,  her  husband,  was  at  Keokuk, 
Iowa,  looking  at  land.  His  children  were  unable  to  reach  him, 
so  he  knew  nothing  of  her  sickness  or  death  until  he  returned 
home. 

Before  going  to  Keokuk,  John  HorMell  had  a  large  brick 
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house  under  construction  just  a  few  rods  from  the  second  log 
cabin  built  by  his  father,  Jacob  HorMell.  The  brick  house 
had  eight  large  rooms,  a  fireplace  in  all  the  rooms  except  one; 
four  brick  walls  running  from  basement  to  attic.  The  base¬ 
ment  had  two  rooms,  one  for  cellar  and  the  other  for  kitchen. 
The  kitchen  had  a  flag-stone  floor  in  it.  The  brick  house  was 
to  be  completed  ready  for  John  HorMell  to  move  in  on  his 
return  from  Keokuk,  Iowa.  Instead  of  it  being  a  happy  move, 
it  was  a  very  sad  one  for  he  and  his  wife  had  made  great  plans 
about  their  new  home  and  the  furnishing  of  it.  He  with  his 
eleven  children  and  step-daughter  moved  in.  The  step¬ 
daughter,  Sarah  Jane  Rogers,  being  the  oldest,  took  charge 
of  the  household  duties  until  1848,  when  John  HorMell 
married  Miss  Susan  Williams.  No  children  were  born  to  this 
union. 

John  HorMell  was  a  very  generous  man.  Besides  his  own 
eleven  children  he  raised  his  step-daughter,  Sarah  Jane 
Rogers;  one  nephew,  John  Smith,  son  of  his  sister  Nancy  Hor¬ 
Mell  Smith;  one' girl,  Harriet  Pile  Bishop;  one  girl,  Alice 
Macklefresh. 

John  HorMell  was  a  good  provider,  always  having  plenty 
to  eat.  He  built  a  large  dutch  oven  and  the  pies  were  made 
and  baked  by  the  dozen.  He  used  to  say  you  should  have  a 
piece  of  pie  each  meal.  The  cookies  were  made  and  baked 
by  the  half  bushel.  He  had  a  sugar  camp  where  plenty  of 
maple  sugar  and  syrup  was  made.  He  had  plenty  of  wood  to 
burn,  cut  from  his  own  farm  Garland,  and  coal  lying  beneath 
the  land  made  it  a  very  valuable  farm.  He  was  kind  and 
honest  in  all  his  dealings,  but  was  very  firm  in  his  opinion 
of  things.  He  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  many  years.  His 
religious  belief  was  the  Quaker,  but  he  left  the  church  at  the 
time  of  his  marriage  to  Mary  Ann  Gauslin,  she  being  English 
and  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England.  It  was  customary 
in  those  days,  if  you  married  outside  of  the  church,  to  say 
that  you  were  sorry,  but  John  would  not  say  he  was  sorry 
he  had'married  Mary  Ann  Gauslin,  so  he  left  the  church,  but 
always  kept  the  faith  and  lived  a  Christian  life  until  his  death. 
He  always  had  family  worship  in  his  home.  He  was  very 
generous  to  his  children,  helping  each  one  if  it  was  necessary. 
Some  of  his  sons  lived  in  the  log  cabin  and  a  great  many  of 
his  grand-children  were  born  in  it. 

John  HorMell  lived  in  the  brick  house  with  his  wife, 
Susan  Willi  ams  HorMell,  until  his  death,  which  occurred, 
April  5,  1S82.  Cause  of  his  death  was  cancer  of  the  neck. 
He  was  interred  in  Westland  Cemetery,  Washington  County, 
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Pennsylvania.  At  his  death,  he  left  the  farm  Garland’s 
income  to  his  wife,  Susan  Williams  HorMell,  until  her  death 
which  occurred  July  12,  1886.  Cause  of  her  death  was  old 
age.  She  was  interred  in  Taylor’s  Cemetery,  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

After  Susan  Williams  HorMell’s  death  the  household 
furniture  and  the  farm  Garland  was  sold  and  divided  among 
John  HorMell’s  children,  excepting  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
which  was  left  in  trust  with  the  administrators,  Nathan 
Williams  and  John  HorMell,  forthe  use  of  Sarah  Jane  Rogers, 
step-daughter  of  John  HorMell,  and  nephew,  John  Smith. 
After  John  HorMell’s  death  Sarah  Jane  Rogers  lived  with 
her  step-sister,  Katherine  Wolf  and  step-brother,  Robert 
HorMell  at  whose  home  she  died  June  7,  1904,  at  the  age 
of  84,  unmarried.  She  died  of  old  age.  She  was  interred 
in  Westland  Cemetery,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.

History  of  the  HorMell  Reunions 


FIRST  REUNION 

In  the  year  of  1869,  Martha  HorMell  Brown,  oldest 
daughter  of  John  HorMell  living  in  Iowa,  decided  to 
visit  her  girlhood  home  that  she  had  left  eighteen  years 
before,  emigrating  west  to  the  sparsely  settled  state  of  Iowa. 
While  visiting  there  her  father,  John  HorMell,  planned  a 
family  reunion  to  be  held  at  his  farm  home,  Garland.  There 
were  seventy  children  and  grandchildren  sat  down  to  a  boun¬ 
tiful  meal,  the  table  being  spread  in  the  yard.  One  of  the 
family  made  the  remark, “I  wonder  whose  chair  will  be  va¬ 
cant  at  this  time  next  year?”  Jacob,  the  oldest  son,  made 
the  remark,  “It  will  not  be  mine,  for  I  never  had  as  good 
health  in  my  life.”  Little  did  anyone  think  it  would  be  his. 
On  January  29,  1870,  Jacob  died  of  typhoid  fever. 

There  were  no  more  reunions  held  at  the  John  HorMell 
homestead  until  the  last  Thursday  in  August,  1913,  after  a 
lapse  of  forty-four  years. 
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SECOND  REUNION 

Held  on  the  John  HorMell  Homestead,  August,  1913. 

Over  200  of  the  descendants  of  Jacob  HorMell,  one  of 
the  early  settlers  of  Monongahela  Valley,  gathered  at  the 
old  HorMell  Homestead,  in  what  is  now  Centerville  borough, 
Thursday,  in  their  second  family  reunion.  Members  of  the 
family  came  from  various  parts  of  Pennsylvania  and  from 
several  other  states. 

Reminiscences  of  by-gone  days  and  items  of  family  his¬ 
tory  occupied  the  attention  of  the  HorMell  folks  and  at 
noon  time  the  large  family  gathered  at  a  large  table  spread 
in  the  orchard.  Landmarks  of  the  HorMell  homestead  were 
visited  during  the  afternoon. 

An  organization  of  the  family  was  effected  during  the 
afternoon  and  arrangements  for  a  reunion  to  be  held  next 
year,  probably  at  the  same  place.  Miss  Stella  HorMell  of 
Charleroi  was  named  the  chairman  of  the  committee  to  ar¬ 
range  for  next  year’s  gathering. 

At  the  second  reunion  on  Thursday  there  were  two  daugh¬ 
ters  and  one  son  of  John  HorMell  that  were  present,  they 
being  the  oldest  living  members  of  the  HorMell  family. 
They  were  Mrs  Katherine  Wolfe  of  Centerville,  Mrs.  Mary 
Brock  of  Smock,  and  Harrison  H.  HorMell  of  Brownsville. 

The  HorMell  family  is  essentially  a  Washington  county 
family,  and  more  of  the  connection  are  located  in  this  county 
than  in  any  other  locality.  Many  live  in  Fayette  county; 
Westmoreland  and  Allegheny  counties  contain  several  of 
the  name,  and  a  few  live  in  Ohio.  Quite  a  number  live  in 
the  west. 
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THIRD  HORMELL  REUNION 


Held  on  the  old  HorMell  Homestead,  August  27,  1914. 

Two  hundred  and  seventeen  members  of  the  HorMell 
family  attended  a  reunion  held  at  the  old  homestead  near 
Centerville,  this  being  a  larger  turn-out  than  any  previous 
meeting.  From  all  parts  of  Pennsylvania  came  members 
and  their  families,  while  one  member  journeyed  from  Iowa 
Falls,  Iowa,  to  attend.  Gathering  at  an  early  hour,  the 
morning  was  spent  visiting  the  different  families  while  the 
younger  set  enjoyed  athletic  events.  At  noon  a  sumptuous 
repast  was  placed  on  the  tables  and  quickly  disappeared, 
showing  that  their  appetites  had  not  failed.  As  the  family 
groups  sat  around  the  tables,  several  of  the  older  members 
were  called  on  to  make  a  speech,  they  responding  in  each 
instance.  The  speakers  were  Guy  Moffett,  Esq.,  Charleroi; 
Peter  C.  Wolfe,  Centerville;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hathaway,  Iowa 
Falls,  Iowa;  Harry  H.  Wolfe,  Pittsburgh,  and  J.  G.  HorMell 
of  California.  On  entering  the  grounds,  each  member  and 
guest  was  asked  to  register  and  it  was  found  that  there  were 
217  members  and  37  guests. 


' 
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FOURTH  HORMELL  UNION 

Held  on  the  old  HorMell  Homestead,  August  26,  1915. 

Connections  of  the  HorMell  family  from  far  and  near, 
but  principally  from  the  sections  of  the  Monongahela  Valley, 
held  their  fourth  annual  reunion  on  the  old  John  HorMell 
Homestead,  now  known  as  the  Taylor  farm,  in  Washington 
county.  There  were  184  members  of  the  HorMell  family 
present  and  fifty  guests  renewed  their  acquaintance  with 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  widely  known  families  in  this 
section  of  western  Pennsylvania.  Several  members  of  the 
family  made  an  especial  trip  from  different  sections  of  Iowa 
to  be  present  at  the  reunion,  but  Miss  Lavena  and  Francis 
Bruckner  enjoyed  the  distinction  of  being  the  most  distant 
relatives,  geographically,  present  at  the  meeting. 

H.  H.  HorMell,  the  pioneer  merchant  of  Brownsville, 
and  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  family,  was  again 
unanimously  elected  to  the  position  of  president  of  the  family 
association.  Mrs.  F.  D.  Mason  of  South  Brownsville, 
was  also  re-elected  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  association. 
The  business  meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon,  which  was 
followed  by  several  addresses  by  members  of  the  family  and 
their  guests.  The  principal  address  was  made  by  Rev.  Mr. 
King,  Pastor  of  the  Taylor’s  church. 

The  old  homestead  that  fosters  so  many  pleasant  memo¬ 
ries  to  the  HorMell  family  is  considered  an  ideal  location 
for  their  annual  outing.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next 
annual  reunion  on  the  third  Thursday  in  August  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  at  the  old  homestead.  The  members  of  the  family 
spent  the  day  in  hunting  out  nooks  and  corners  in  the  old 
farm  and  recalling  the  sweet  memories  of  their  childhood. 
The  big  basket  picnic  dinner  was  one  big  feature  of  the  occa¬ 
sion.  Each  family  attending  contributed  a  basket  full  of 
delicacies  and  at  noon  their  contents  were  spread  upon  a 
long  table  under  some  huge  shade  trees,  and  the  entire  assem¬ 
blage  did  full  justice  to  the  feast. 

A  talk  that  created  a  great  deal  of  favorable  comment 
was  given  by  Airs.  J.  C.  Hathaway  of  Iowa  Falls,  Iowa.  Airs 
Flathaway  delivered  an  extemporaneous  prose  poem  which 
was  considered  so  appropriate  to  the  occasion  that  a  copy 
was  afterward  made  to  be  preserved  with  the  history  of  the 
family.  Airs.  Hathaway’s  talk  follows:

A  beautiful  day,  no  one  could  feel  sad. 

Oh!  what  a  jolly  time  we  had. 

We  arrived  at  Brownsville  at  10  a.  m. 

Then  pulled  on  to  Mapleglen, 

A  little  station  without  a  bus, 

Where  plenty  of  autos  awaited  us. 

Down  the  hills  so  fast  we  did  ride, 

They  were  steeper  than  any  Iowa  toboggan  slide. 
I  was  scared  but  never  a  word  I  said. 

Soon  we  arrived  at  the  old  homestead. 

I  stepped  from  the  car  and  through  the  gate, 

So  anxious  to  see  my  dear  Aunt  Kate; 

It  was  then  I  had  to  drop  a  tear, 

She  brought  back  memories  of  mother  dear. 

The  tears  shed  were  not  a  few. 

I  turned  and  met  Uncle  Harrison,  too; 

Then  I  brushed  the  tears  away, 

I  had  come  from  far  away, 

To  celebrate  that  happy  day. 
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The  next  was  Cousin  Mary  to  greet, 

She  said,  “Come,  the  rest  of  your  relations  meet;” 

Such  a  meeting  I  never  experienced  before, 

Shaking  hands  with  almost  eleven  score, 

Shaking  hands  till  my  hand  wouldn’t  shake  anymore, 
Some  I  had  never  met  before.

The  fifth  annual  reunion  of  the  HorMell  family  was  held 
on  the  third  Thursday  in  August  at  the  old  homestead  near 
Maple  Glen.  The  day  was  spent  in  renewing  acquaintances 
and  an  interesting  program  of  games  was  carried  out.  At 
the  business  meeting,  John  HorMell  of  Charleroi  was  elected 
president;  Walter  HorMell  vice  president,  and  Mrs.  F.  D. 
Mason  secretary  and  treasurer. 

D  uring  the  session  an  interesting  poem  was  read,  entitled 
“In  Memory  of  Those  Who  are  Gone”.  It  was  composed 
for  the  occasion  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hathaway  of  Iowa  Falls,  Iowa.

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REUNION  HELD  IN  1920 

The  reunion  of  the  HorMell  descendants  was  held  on 
Thursday  at  the  Robert  HorMell  home  near  Brownsville. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  friends  and  relatives  were  present, 
many  coming  from  San  Francisco,  California,  Iowa  and 
Ohio,  while  many  towns  and  cities  in  Pennsylvania  were 
represented.  The  HorMell  family  is  well  known  along  the 
Monongahela  Valley.  A  number  of  its  members  have  lived 
in  Charleroi  for  many  years.  A  business  session  was  held 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers  for  the  coming  year  and 
John  HorMell  of  Charleroi  was  chosen  president,  Mrs.  R. 
Sherman  Walk  of  Wilkinsburg,  secretary  and  treasurer;  Miss 
Edna  Peirsol  and  Airs.  Frank  Mason  assistants.  After  the 
business  meeting  a  social  session  was  held  in  which  all  took 
part.  The  day  was  ideal  for  the  occasion  and  all  appeared 
to  enjoy  themselves. 


A  HorAIell  reunion  has  been  held  each  year  since  1913, 
including  1923,  wrhen  a  large  number  of  the  HorAIell  clan 
held  their  reunion  on  the  Elwood  farm  adjoining  the  old 
HorMell  homestead.  One  relative,  Sarah  Fenton  Brown 
Hathaway,  came  from  the  state  of  Iowa  to  attend.  There 
were  speeches  made  by  Rollie  HorAIell,  Harry  Wolfe,  Stella 
Walk  and  Sarah  Fenton  Brown  Hathaway.  The  main  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  day  was  made  by  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Greenley  of 
Charleroi.  It  was  voted  to  hold  a  reunion  in  1924  at  a  park 
at  Charleroi.  Aluch  credit  is  due  Airs.  Stella  Walk  and 
other  officers  who  have  worked  faithfully  to  keep  up  the  re¬ 
unions  each  year  since  1913. 
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Relics  of  the  HorMell  Family 

The  oldest  known  relic  is-a  pair  of  knee  breeches  made  of 
heavy  brown  material,  opening  on  either  side.  They  have 
ten  brass  buttons  on  each  side  at  the  knee.  Brass  buckles 
on  knee  band  which  was  lost  at  the  1875  Centennial.  These 
were  brought  from  France  by  Jacob  HorMell.  They  are  now 
owned  by  Norval  HorMell,  great-great-grandson  of  Jacob 
HorMell. 

The  next  is  a  bed  spread  made  by  Mary  Ann  Gauslin 
HorMell  when  she  was  only  seventeen  years  old.  It  is  pink 
and  white.  It  is  owned  by  Harrison  Brown,  grandson  of 
Mary  Ann  Gauslin  HorMell.  A  bible  belonging  to  Mary 
Ann  is  the  next  relic.  This  bible  has  a  heavy  brown  leather 
binding  and  is  6l/o  by  4 inches  in  size.  It  was  printed  in 
1813.  Purchased  February  17,  1815,  for  3 1.25 .  It  has  the 
births  and  deaths  of  the  John  and  Mary  Ann  HorMell  family 
recorded  in  it.  It  is  owned  by  Alary  Wolfe,  granddaughter 
of  John  and  Mary  Ann  HorAIell.  There  is  also  a  vinegar 
cruet  that  belonged  to  John  and  Alary  Ann  HorAIell  that  is 
over  a  hundred  years  old.  It  is  now  owned  by  the  David 
Gillis  family. 

John  HorMell’s  bible  was  bound  in  Adorocco  and  is 
by  12  inches  in  size.  It  is  owned  by  Alary  Wolfe.  John 
HorMell’s  silver  watch  had  gold  hands  and  a  gold  key,  nearly 
as  large  as  a  clock  key;  and  chain  made  with  long  links.  This 
watch  is  owned  by  Mary  Dennison,  granddaughter  of  John 
HorMell.  . 

There  is  also  a  black  broad-cloth  suit  of  clothes  lined  with 
black  satin.  A  note  found  in  a  pocket  of  the  coat  read  as 
follows: 

“Bought  of  N.  P.  and  H.  H.  HorAIell.”  John  HorAIell 
owned  this  suit  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1882. 

It  is  now  owned  by  Norval  HorAIell,  grandson  of  John 
HorAIell.  A  very  large  clothes  brush  owned  by  John  Hor¬ 
Mell  is  now  owned  by  Lizzie  Brock,  granddaughter  of  John 
HorMell.  A  white  china  pitcher  decorated  with  gold  grapes 
that  belonged  to  the  HorAIell  family  is  now  owned  by  Alary 
Wolfe,  granddaughter  of  John  HorMell.  Two  large  salt 
cellars  used  at  either  end  of  the  John  HorAIell  table  are  now 
owned  by  Alary  Wolfe  and  Lizzie  Brock,  granddaughters  of 
John  HorAIell.  A  partly  used  plug  of  tobacco  which  John 
HorMell  carried  in  his  pocket  for  many  years  to  show  that 
one  could  quit  the  use  of  tobacco  if  one  chose  to,  as  he  had 
done,  is  now  owned  by  the  Dave  Gillis  family. 
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A  great  many  pieces  of  beautiful  furniture  are  owned  by 
the  HorMell  relatives  in  Pennsylvania.  Most  of  it  is  made 
of  black  walnut.  One  book  case  is  made  of  cherry  wood 
with  doors  similar  to  the  French  doors  of  today.  It  is  owned 
by  Mary  Wolfe. 

The  rattles  of  a  large  rattle-snake  that  was  killed  at  the 
spring-house  on  the  farm,  Garland,  by  Sarah  Jane  Rogers, 
stepdaughter  of  John  HorMell,  are  now  owned  by  Samuel 
HorMell,  grandson  of  John  HorMell. 

A  post  card  written  by  John  HorMell  to  his  daughter, 
Martha  HorMell  Brown,  in  1880,  is  owned  by  Sarah  Fenton 
Hathaway.

Paul  Wood  Moffett  was  born  February  the  28,  1897. 
He  was  called  in  the  World  War,  but  sent  home  on  account 
of  his  health.  He  was  unable  to  withstand  the  strenuous 
drilling.  He  was  the  son  of  Mary  HorMell  Moffett. 
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War  Record  of  Wayne  Piersel. 
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Clayton  HorMell,  son  of  John  HorMell.  Clayton 
HorMell  was  trained  in  San  Antonio,  Texas.  He  was  in-  the 
35th  Balloon  Co.,  when  he  was  sent  over  to  France.  He 
arrived  in  France  about  two  weeks  before  the  Armistice  was 
signed  and  did  not  take  part  in  any  battles.  He  sailed  across 
in  the  ship  called  Duco  Deavsto  and  came  back  on  the 
Avstiego. 
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William  HorMell,  son  of  John  HorMell,  enlisted  in 
heavy  artillery.  He  was  trained  in  South  Carolina,  but  'did 
not  get  overseas. 
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Harold  Girard,  son  of  Martha  Townsend  Girard,  was 
in  training  at  the  Washington  and  Lee  University  for  three 


months  during  the  war. 
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Military  record  of  David  H.  Dillon,  son  of  Mary  Brown 
Dillon. 

David  H.  Dillon  left  Cherokee,  Iowa,  for  Camp  Dodge, 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  April  26,  1918,  where  he  was  in  training 
until  May  16.  From  there  with  about  five  thousand  Illinois 
and  Iowa  soldiers  was  ordered  to  Camp  Travis,  Texas,  where 
they  were  in  training  until  June  5.  They  left  Travis  for  em- 
barcation  on  the  Olympic,  sailing  for  France  June  14,  1918, 
landing  at  Southampton,  England.  From  there  they  crossed 
the  English  Channel  on  a  battleship,  landing  at  LeHavre, 
France,  June  22. 

He  wras  in  training  at  Lectrocey  until  August  15,  when 
they  were  ordered  to  the  front.  His  sector  was  the  Prove- 
nell  on  the  St.  Mihiel  sector,  Meuse-Argonne  offensive, 
October  25  to  November  11.  He  served  this  time  with  Co. 
G,  360th  Infantry,  90th  Division,  Texas  and  Oklahoma  divi¬ 
sion.  After  the  Armistice  was  signed  he  was  transferred  to 
the  90th  Division  of  the  Military  Police  at  Bern  Castle, 
Civer,  Germany,  from  November  20,  1918,  to  May  20,  1919. 

He  left  Germany  for  St.  Nazaire,  France.  He  sailed 
from  France  on  board  ship  Buford  May  29,  1919,  landing 
at  Newport  News,  Va.,  June  14,  1919.  He  was  discharged 
from  Camp  Dix  June  23,  1919.  He  did  not  receive  any 
wrounds  while  on  the  front.  His  home  is  Cherokee,  Iowa. 
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James  D.  Highley  was  the  only  known  relative •  that 
lost  his  life  in  the  World  War.  The  following  was  'taken 
from  the  Iowa  Falls  Sentinel: 

For  ten  long  months  the  mother  of  James  D.  Highley 
grieved  for  her  son  who  was  missed  in  action  overseas  by 
his  comrades  on  the  19th  day  of  June,  1918.  For  ten  long 
months  this  mother  has  grimly  held  a  tiny  thread  of  hope 
that  her  nineteen-year-old  son  would  return  home.  A  search 
was  made  to  learn  what  had  become  of  him,  after  the  neigh¬ 
bor  boys  who  went  to  war  with  the  youthful  hero  wrote 
home  that  he  was  missing.  Aid  was  sought  from  the  war 
department,  but  because  no  records  were  available,  authentic 
information  could  hot  be  given. 

At  the  end  of  ten  months  a  telegram  was  received 
from  Washington  which  broke  the  last  thread  of  hope,  stating 
that  her  son  had  been  killed  in  action,  but  it  was  not  known 
in  what  battle  or  at  what  place. 

That  is  the  sad  story  of  youthful  James  D.  Highley,  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Highley,  formerly  of  Iowa  Falls,  but 
now  of  Boise,  Idaho.  A  copy  of  the  telegram  was  received 
here  several  days  ago  by  the  aunt  of  the  boy  soldier,  Airs.  J. 
C.  Hathaway. 

Private  Highley  was  born  in  Iowa  Falls,  Iowa.  Both 
the  younger  and  older  people  remember  him  well.  Several 
years  ago  he  moved  to  Boise,  Idaho,  with  his  parents.  W  hen 
the  war  cloud  first  hovered  over  the  United  States  he  shed 
his  civilian  garb  and  enlisted  in  the  army.  Later  he  was 
transferred  to  the  engineers’  division  and  it  was  with  that 
organization  that  he  went  to  France  in  October,  1917.  He 
went  with  his  Company  to  the  front  line  trenches  and  then 
over  the  top  with  them  to  repair  bridges  and  build  railroads 
so  that  the  fast  advancing  allied  armies  would  have  the 
facilities  to  chase  the  Huns  back  to  Berlin.  Letters  from 
home  boys  who  were  with  him  on  the  last  trip  into  No-man’s 
land  said  that  they  were  working  in  a  woods  near  Chauteau 
Thierry  when  a  regiment  of  Huns  swept  upon  them,  captur¬ 
ing  many  and  killing  others  before  help  could  reach  them. 

It  was  in  this  battle  that  Highley  was  supposed  to  have 
been  killed  and  that  a  man’s  metal  was  brought  to  the  surface. 
The  engineers  were  not  armed  when  they  were  surprised  by 
the  Huns  and  it  was  a  fight  for  life  with  fists  and  whatever 
weapon  lay  close  at  hand. 
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Arthur  Brown  enlisted  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  in  the 
National  Guards,  May  1,  1917.  He  was  called  in  Federal 
service,  June  3,  1917.  Arrived  at  Ft.  Riley,  Kansas,  June 
4,  1917.  Entrained  for  Camp  Doniphan,  Oklahoma,  August 
25,  1917.  Arrived  at  Camp  Doniphan,  August  26,  1917. 
Left  Camp  Doniphan,  May  8,  1918.  Arrived  at  Camp  Mills, 
New  York,  May  12,  1918.  Sailed  on  U.  S.  S.  St.  Louis,  May 
18,  1918.  Arrived  in  Liverpool,  England,  May  31,  1918. 
Arrived  at  LeHavre,  France,  June  7,  1918.  Entered  the 
trenches  in  \  osges  Mountains,  July  21,  19 1 S .  Left  St.  Naz- 
aire,  France,  April  17,  1919,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Antigone.  Ar¬ 
rived  Newport  News,  Alay  1,  1919. 

Discharged  at  Camo  Funston,  Kansas,  May  7,  1919. 
W  as  gassed  and  it  caused  a  bad  throat. 
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Clinton  Bane  graduated  from  Medical  School  in  1918. 
As  he  was  to  serve  one  year  in  hospital,  the  surgeon  general 
sent  a  telegram  for  him  to  remain  in  the  hospital  until  "further 
orders.  He  did  not  see  actual  service  as  the  Armistice  was 
signed  that  fall.  He  was  the  son  of  Nannie  HorMell  Bane. 
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War  Record  of  Isaac  Shaw. 
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Service  record  of  J.  Graham  HorMell. 

He  enlisted  May  5,  1918,  and  was  stationed  at  Hampton 
Roads,  Va.,  from  May  30,  1918,  to  July  8,  1918.  He  served 
on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Arkansas  from  July  8,  1918,  to  May  10, 
1919.  He  was  stationed  in ’North  Sea  from  July  14,  1918, 
to  December  12,  1918.  Arrived  in  U.  S.  A.  at  New  Aork, 
December  26,  1918.  Left  New  York  for  southern  cruise 
about  January  10.  Stationed  in  Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba, 
after  having  made  a  trip  to  the  British  West  Indies. 

Arrived  i'n  New  York  about  May  10  and  received  his 
discharge  May  29,  1919. 
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Dr  Charles  Wolfe,  son  of  William  E.  Wolfe,  was  com¬ 
missioned  First  Lieutenant  Medical  >  Reserve  Corps  On 
May  1,  1918,  he  was  called  into  service  at  Ft.  Oglethorpe, 
Ga.,  and  afterwards  was  sent  to  Hoboken,  N.  J. 

January  21,  1919,  he  was  discharged  at  Hoboken  after 
one  year  of  service  in  Port  Singson  s  office. 

January  28,  1919,  he  was  promoted  to  Captain  in  the 
Medical  Reserve  Corps. 
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John  Gillis  was  in  the  Engineers’  Corps.  He  was  in 
Camp  Humphreys,  Ga.,  from  May  28,  1918,  until  July; 
Camp  Torsest,  Ga.,  from  July  until  September;  Camp  Funs- 
ton,  Kansas,  from  September  until  October;  Camp  Mills, 
Long  Island,  from  November  to  December.  Then  back  to 
Camp  Humphreys  until  he  was  discharged,  February  12, 
1919. 


Walter  HorMell  went  to  the  ship  yards  at  Sparrow 
Point  when  they  were  calling  for  men.  He  was  not  sent  in 
actual  war  service,  but  did  his  bit  therein  the  yards.  He  is 
the  son  of  Elmer  and  Anna  HorMell.
